instruction for73,liK)of hercliildreii, 
for which she was paying over $3,- 
lH)O.IWU. On teachers' salaries alone 
the sum reached the lar^re tot.il of 
ttJUOfiOa. At the head of the school 
system fe her State University at 
Lexiagten, with wbiab tba gnded

lesialngi aama

Center Collego and the State Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College.
